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BUSCH LINE BREAKS 
PLEDGE 10 BECOME 
RIVAL OF TERMINAL 


City Has Power to Assert 
Ownership of About 60 
Per Cent of Main Road Be- 
cause Management Has Ig- 
nored Agreement to Build 
River Inclines and Belt. 


ASKS FOR SPECIAL 
BRIDGE APPROACH 


But Revelations of Bad Faith 
May Influence Assembly 
in Consideration of This 
Request—City Has Right 
to $25,000 Forfeit. 


The City of St. Louis could assert ab- 
solute ownership to about 60 per cent of 
the main line of the Manufacturers’ 
Railway and the Busch Terminal, which 
is asking the city to build a special ap- 
proach to the Free Bridge at a cost of 
$750,000 for its benefit, and claim a cash 
forfeiture of $25,000 in addition, because 


the Busch management has ignored its 
agreement of 19% to compete with the 
Terminal Railroad Association by estab- 
lishing inclines on both sides of the 
Mississippi River, a seyen-mile belt rai.- 
road in Illinois and a system of ferries 
or transfer boats. 

A recognized legal authority on fran- 
chises has stated that the Manufac- 
turers’ Railway unquestionably incurred 
this drastic penalty by failing to fulfill 
this obligation on or before April 18, 
1910, and that the city may assert its 
ownership now of the Second street 
tracks north of Lynch street, practically 
all the main line not located on private 
property owned by the Anheuser-Buscn 
Brewing Association. 

Competition Was Soutght. 

The violated obligation was the most 
important consideration to the city in 
the principal franchise of the Busch 
terminal approved by Mayor Wells on 
April 8, 1905. It was d-~igned to insure 
competititive transportation of coal and 
other commedities across the Mississippi 
River, over which the Terminal Rail- 
read Asanmciation at the t °* exercised 
@ monopewy af crossing facilities. 

In consideration of this pledge and an 
agreement to extend its Second street 
tracks as far north as Poplar street, to 
the Manufacturers’ Railway was granted 
the right to lay tracks in public streets 
from Pot@uiac street to Poplar street 
and from the river to Thirteenth street, 
te be operated in perpetuity unicss 
the assumed obligations were violated 
er ignored. In addition, the Busch 
terminal was authorized to charge as 
much as 3 cents a ton for transferring 
coal from a 10-mile zone in St. Clair 
County (which surrounds East St. Louis) 
to its tracks in St. Louis, a service 
which was then being performed by the 
Terminal Association at a rate of 30 
cents a ton, and which is now Deing 
performed at 20 cents a ton. * 

Busch Agreement. 

The Busch terminal, on its part, agreed 
to construct all the tracks for which 
public thoroughfares were donated, 
within three years of the date en which 
the ordinance became effective, or 10 
Gays after it was approved by the 
Mayor. It agreed further, to construct 
the inclines and belt, and — the 
transfer roads in operation within five 
years, or by April 18, 1910. 

It was agreed in the contract, “if the 
commencement of said work or the|pros- 
ecution thereof shall be prevented, hin- 
dered or delayed by injunction or legal 
process of any kind * * * or by labor 
strikes or by causes beyond the controi 
of said Manufacturers’ Railway Co. 
* © © then the time cansumed by such 
prevention, hindrance or delay shall not 
be considered as any part of the time 
herein provided for the commencement 
or completion of said work; and provided 
further, teat semi-annually from and 
after the taking effect of this ordinance, 
written notice shall be given to the 
Street Commissioner of any delay 
claimed to have been occasioned by any 
of the causes aforesaid during the pro- 
ceding period of six months together 
with a statement of the amount of de- 
lay so occasioned.”’ | 

Railway Claims Delay. 

The Manufacturers’ Railway to date 
has regularly notified the Street Com- 
missioner each six months, that it 
claimed a delay because of an injunc- 
tion asked by the Conzelmann-Crunden 
Realty Co., to prevent the constriction 
of tracks authorized on Second street, 
between Rutger street, the northern 
terminus of existing tracks, and| Pop- 
lar street. 

The Manufacturers’ Rotel has 
never notified the or the Street 
‘Commissioner at time, accord- 
ing to City Hall records, that it 
claimed any unavoidable hindrance 
or delay which prevented its fulfill- 
ment of the obligation to build in- 
clines and an Illinois belt road, and 
establish a ferry system. 

Penalty in Franchise. 
The penalty for failure to perform 
_ gither of these agreements is outlined 
in the fellowing paragraph frem section 
6 of the franchise (ordinance 22,206, ap- 
proved April & 1905): 

If the tracks herein provided for 
to be laid on Second street shall not 
be completed and ready for operation 
within three years, as hereinbefore

EYE WITNESS TELLS HOW 
EXPLORERS WERE SLAIN 


Men Were Speared After New 
Yorker Attacked Eskimo Who 


Refused to Make Trip. 

OTTAWA, Ont., Sept. 11.—A more de- 
tailed description of how Henry W. Rad- 
ford, the New York explorer, and 
George Street, the Cnaadian, were killed 
by Eskimos, reached here today in an 
official report from H. J. Demeres, 
head of the Mounted Police Post at Fort 
Churchill. The report is based on in- 
formation gathered by Sergeant Tolger- 
ton, who was told the story by an eye 
witness of the murder, a native Eskimo 
guide named Akutuk. 

Radford and Street, the report says, 
had trouble with an Eskimo who had 
been employed as a dog driver at Bat- 
hurst Inlet for the journey into the Arc- 
tic zone and who at the last moment 
refused to go. Street took a dog whip 
and started beating the Eskimo, who 
attacked him. Radford rushed to Street's 
rescue and the native plunged a spear 
in Radford’s back, killing him instant- 
ly. Street started for his rifle, but be- 
fore he could reach it a spear was driven 
through his back and his throat was 
cut.

Visions of Dead on Whom He 
Worked Drive ‘Fritz of the 
Morgue” Insane. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 11. —Drivon in- 
sane by visions of the faces of the doad, 
on whose bodies he had worked 30 years, 
Frederick Weidner, known as “Frits of 
the morgue,” ended his life today. His 
body rests on a slab in the morgue where 
the greater part of his life in this coun- 
try had been passed. 

Since “‘Fritz’’ quit undertaking, a year 
ago, the past seemed to flit hazily by 
in terrifying fashion before his mind. 
Gray, gaunt images of the dead—murder- 
ers, swindlers, pale-faced women found 
in the rivers, children, members of 

wealthy families—tiled silently through 
the brain cells of him until he became 
insane.

Exclusive Residence Section Be- 
comes Part of County Seat 
During Citizess’ Absence, 


OWNED BY WEALTHY MEN 
Vacationists Return to Find 
Their Dwelling Place a 
Mere Appendage. 


While the residents of the exclusive 
St. Louis County subdivision of Brent- 
moor were asleep at the switch, they 
were taken into Clayton, which is not 
at all exclusive. 

Wealthy St. Louisans, 
appear in the Social Register’ re- 
turned from their summer vacations 
to find that their country estates had, 
as it were, been applied as patches on 
the county seat. 

The exclusiveness of Brentmoor can 
be grasped only by those who have tried 
to get into it and failed. Every tree in 
its broad expanse is a family tree. 

Brentmoor starts at Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, just south of Washington Univer- 
sity. It has an elaborate entrance gate 
and a maze of private roadways and 
boulevards and parked drives. Wydown 
boulevard skirts it on the south. 

Everywhers there are signs to warn 
the intruder that he is on _ pri- 
vate ground. Drivers are cautioned 
against mistaking the driveways Yor 
public thoroughfares. 

*Consternation in Brentmoor. 
Just to the west of Brentmoor, when 

its residents startel away on their sum- 
mer vacations, lay Clayton with its jail 
and Poetic Justice Werremeyer and its 
courthouse, where persons not in the 
exclusive set go for hurry-up marriages. 

There was consternation when the ad- 
vance guard of Brentmoor residents be- 
gan returning from their summer out- 
ings. In their mail they found letters 
addressed to them at “‘Brentmoor, Clay- 
ton, St. Louis County.”’ 

They investigated and learned that 
worst of all, they were subject to Clay- 
ton taxes. 

School Revenues Saved. 

At a special election, Aug. 5, the citi- 
zens of Clayton voted to take in Brent- 
Pe and five other subdivisions. 

This was done to forestall University 

City, which had threatened to take 
in Brentmoor and, incidentally, all of 
the Clayton No. 2 school district. 

Claytonites say that the annexation 
was voted to save this school district 
and its revenues and prevent them from 
yeing gobbled up by University City.

WRECKS IT: BANKER 
NARROWLY ESCAPES 


Robert P. Turner’s: Machine De- 
molished; William G. Lackey 
Barely Crosses Track. 


Robert P. Turner, a construction en- 
gineer of 5732 McPherson avenue, Thurs- 
day told the story of how his. automobile 
was wrecked and how he barely escaped 
death Tuesday evening when a Wabash 


passenger train struck his machine at 
the Laurel avenue grade crossing, near 
Forest Park.

Jones Dives From Auto. 

As Mrs. Lackey screamed, Jones dived 
from the automobile and landed on his 
back two feet from the track upon 
which the train was running. Lackey 
shot his car forward. The train missed 
him by a few feet.

HORSE WEDGED 


INTIOLE AT SIXTH 


AND. GHESTNUT 


Crowd: Gathers as Firemen Hold 
Animal to Prevent Breaking 
of Ammonia Pipes. 


A horse attached to a one-horse 
wagon of the Freund Bros. Bakery Co., 


shied Thursday morning at an excava- 
tion in Sixth street between Market and 
Chestnut, made to repair leaking am- 
monia pipes, and fell with one foot in 
the hole. As the animal struggled to 
get up it gradually slid into the hole, 
until it lay on its back, wedged in at 
the bottom, five feet below the surface. 

The fire department was called out 
and ropes were tied about the _ani- 
mal’s feet to hold it still and prevent 
it from breaking the ammonia pipes on 
which it was lying. Firemen feared 
that if the pipes burst the escaping am- 
monia would kill the horse and drive 
people in that neighborhood from their 
places of business and stop traffic. 

Hole Five Feet Long. 

The hole cut fn the asphalt paving of 
the street is about five feet long and 
several fee] wide. Under the paving the 
hole is larger, and when the horse fell 
below the surface it had room to in- 
crease its struggles to get on its feet, 
but could not get out. The excavation 
lays bare the pipes of the St. Louts 
Refrigerating and Cold Storage Co., 
which broke @ few days ago and had 
been repaired temporarily. 

Laborers were put to work to break 
a larger hole in the paving and extend 
the excavation, while firemen held the 
ropes attached to the feet of the horse. 
A derrick was sent for with which.to 
lift the horse to the surface. 

A large crowd quickly gathered to 
watch the spectacle. The horse was 
dragged out after more than an hour’s 
work and kicked his heels in the air to 
show his satisfaction.

Only Grover Cleve éland compares 
with him,.in this respect. ‘His 
speeches, wruche Jews. in num- 
ber, are of the same epigram- 
matic character, and contain 
the same ironic phrases,.as the 
letters. From a recent compila- 
tion by W. B. Northrop, entitled 
“Some of Mayor Gaynor’s Let- 
ters and Speeches,” the follow- 
ing extracts are taken: 
HIS is a Government of laws and 
T not of men. (Repeated many 
times in Gaynor’s speeches and 
letters.) 


Whatever God's will may be, I am 
content. (Frequently repeated.) 


We must not cnly deal with peo- 
ple with ‘justice, but also with the 
appearances of justice, the latter 
sometimes being as essential as the 
former.

He then went to New York, 
where, after doing newspaper work for 
a few years, he was admitted to the bar 
in 187% and began practice in Brooklyn.

It was: reported after the attempt on 
his life in Hoboken that he again had 
been recieved into the church. 

In politics he was known as a vigorous 
reformer. He first attracted general at- 
tention by his successful prosecution of 
John Y. McKane, “‘the Boss of Coney 
Is.and,’””’ whom he sent to Sing Sing.

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Eminent ‘British Scientist, in 
Birmingham Inaugural, Bases 
Belief on Psychic Research. 

EXPECTS MORE PROOF 

Investigators Are Near Solution 

of Mysteries, He Thinks—3o000 

Savants Hear His Address. 


ebiccinn Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 
BIRMINGHAM, Eng., “Sept. 11.—That 
scientific facts, established by himself 
and his co-workers in physical research, 
have convinced him that personality jer- 


_ sists after death, was the keynote of the 


inaugural address of sir Oliver Joseph 


* Lodge at the meeting of the British 


Association for the Advancement of 
Science at Central Hall here last night. 

“Memory and affection are not limit- 
ed to the association with matter by 
which they alone can manifest them- 
selves here,” asserted Sir Oliver in the 
same connection. 

Pursuing the lines laid Siw 30 years 
ago in the Manchester thesis of Profes- 
eors Stewart and Tait, Sir Oliver car- 
ried to further lengths the theory of 
continuity, and sought by such reason- 
ing to establish the scientific postulate 
that continuous progress is the basic 
principle of evolution in its relation to 
the existence of man, as well as in its 
relation to the eternal process of the 
worlds. 

Sir Oliver cited to his audience of 
more than 3000 eminent scientists, in- 
cluding Madame Curie, who listened in- 
tently, none of the facts upon. which 
he bases his belief in the persistence 
of personality, after death, his state- 
ments being accepted as proof of the 
truth of his observations, though scien- 
tists doubted the corregtness of their 
interpretation. 

Pleads for Fair Consideration. 

The address was listened to with 
impressive silence, which was broken 
only by the murmur of half-suppressed 
laughter or little outbursts of applause. 

Throughout Sir Oliver, appreciative of 
the criticism heaped upon Sir William 
Crookes and other investigators of the 
psychic and so-called occult, pleaded 
for fair consideration of his beliefs 
and for a more lenient attitude toward 
such investigations by those “precise, 
atbitrary scientists,” who deny all 
things they cannot substantiate by the 
senses. 

In concluding his address Sir Oliver 
turned to the religious phase of his sub- 
ject, pronouncing that we are deaf and 
blind unless we “‘recogrize in the woven 
fabric of existence, flowing steadily 
from the loom of an infinite progress 
toward perfection, the ever-growing 
garment of a transcendent God.” 

Sir Oliver’s Argument. 

Sir Oliver's subject was “Continu- 
ity,” and summarized in his own 
words his argument was: 

“A marked feature of the present 
scientifiC era is the discorvery of 
and interest in various kinds of atom- 
ism; so that continuity seems in dan- 
ger of being lost sight of. 

“Another tendency is toward com- 
prehensive negative generalizations 
from a Hmited point of view. 

“Another is to take refuge in rather 
vague forms of statement, and to 
shrink from closer examination of 
the puzzling and the obscure. 

“Another is to deny the existence 
of anythir® which makes no appeal 
to the organs of sense, and no ready 
response to laboratory experiments. 

“Against these tendencies’ the 
author contends. He urges a belief 
in ultimate continuity as essential 
to science; he regards scientific con- 
centration as an inadequate basis for 
he be- 
lieves that obscure phenomena may 
be expressed simply if properly faced; 
and he points out that the non-ap- 
pearance of anything perfectly uni- 
form and omnipresent is only what 
should be expected, and is no argu- 
ment against its real substantial ex- 
istence.” 

“Mliminating from our purview.” 
he said, “a great mass of human 
activity, and limiting ourselves to a 
serutiny on the side of pure science 
alone, let us ask what, in the main, 
ia the characteristic of the promising, 
though perturbing period in which 
we live. Different persons would 
give different answers, but the an- 
swer I venture to give is rapid pro- 
gress, combimsed with fundamental 
skepticism.” 

The Debates of Science. 

Sir Oliver explained by fundamental 
skepticism that he dif not mean the 
“well-worn and almost antique theme 
of theological skepticism.” That. con- 
troversy is practically in abeyance, just 
now, he said. 

“In physiology the conflict ranges 
round vitalism,”’ he said. “In chemistry 
the debate concerns atomic structure, In 
biology the dispute is on the laws of 
inWeritance. In economic and political 
science, or sociology, What is there that 
is not under discussion? In the vast

aciences ‘present day’ criticism concerns 
what, if I had to express it in one word,

“Philosophers have begun to question 
some of the larger generalizations of 
science. Not by philosophers only, but 
py scientific men also, ancient postu- 
lates are being pulled up by the roots. 

“If we had to summarize the main 


‘trend of physical controversy at present, 


1 feel inclined to urge that it largely 
turns on the question as to which way 
ultimate victory lies in the fight between 
continuity and discontinuity.” 

Sir Oliver then discussed the atomic 


theory at length, which, he said, “might

“The ether of space,’’ he said, ‘is at 


least the great engine of continuity. [i 


may be much more, for without it there 
could hardiy be a material universe at 
all. 

“T hold that science is incompetent to 
makegcomprehensive denials, even about 
the ether, and that it goes wrong when 
it makes the attempt.” 

This led the speaker to the argu- 
ments that concern with his utterance 
concerning life after death. Attacking 
the school of arbitrary scientists whv 
attempt to account for all things by 
precise scientific laws, he said: 

“They account for things up to a 
point. But do they account for every- 
thing completely? Do they accourit for 
our own feeling of joy and exaltation 
for our sense of beauty, for the mani- 
fest beauty existing throughout nature? 
Do not these things suggest something 
higher and nobler and more joyous, 
something for the sake of which all the 
struggle for existence goes on? 

“Surely there must be a deeper mean- 
ing involved in natural objects. Ortho- 
dox explanations are only partial, 
though true as far as they go. Flow- 
ers attract insects for fertilization, and 
fruit tempts animals to eat it in order 
to carry seeds. 

Things We Can’t Explain. 

“But these explanations cannot be 
final. We still have to explain the in- 
sects. We have further to explain this 
competitive striving towards life. Sure- 
ly the effort must have some signifi- 
cance, the development some aim. We 
thus reach the problem of existence it- 
self and the meaning of evolution. 

“If we dogmatize in a negative direc- 
tion and say that we can reduce every- 
thing to physics and chemistry, we 
gibbet ourselves as ludicrously narrow 
pedants, and are falling short of the 
richness and fullness of our human 
birthright. How far preferable is the 
reverent attitude of the Eastern poet: 

““*The world with eyes bent upon thy 
feet stands in awe with all its silent 
stars.’ ’’ 

“But if we have learnt from science,”’ 
he continued, ‘‘that evolution is real, 
we have learnt a great deal. 
venture to philosophize, but certainly 
from the point of view of science, evo- 
lution is a great reality. 

“That evolution progress is. real is a 
doctrine of profound significamce and 
our efforts at social betterment arg jus- 
tified because we are a part of the 
scheme, a part that has become con- 
scious, a part that realizes, dimly at any 
rate, what it is doing and what it is 
aiming at. 

“Either we are immortal beings or we 
are not. We may not know our des- 
tiny, but we must have a destiny of 
Some sort. Those who make denials are 
just as likely to be wrong as those who 
make assertions; in fact, denials are 
assertions thrown into négative form. 
Science may not be able to reveal hu- 
man destiny, but it certainly should not 
obscure it. Things are as they are, 
whether we find them out or not: and if 
we make rash and false statements, pos- 
terity will detect us—if posterity ever 
troubles its head about us. 

Asks a Fair Field. 

“I am one of those who think that the 
methods of science-are not so limited 
in their scope as has been thought: that 
they can be applied much more widely 
and that the psychic region can be 
studied and brought under law, too. Al- 
low us, anyhow, to make the attempt. 
Give us a fair field.

Experts Believe Zeppelin L-1’s 
Lifting Capacity Was Inade- 
quate in Storm.

BERLIN, Sept. 11.—The hodies of 
Capt. Matzing, chief of the naval air- 
ship service of Germany, and Capt. 
Hanne, commander of the wrecked 
Zepelin dirigible, which was struck by 
a gale and hurled into the sea near Helt- 
goland, have been recovered, together 
with the bodies of four of the crew. 
Doctors worked over three of the men 
for hours, in the hope of resuscitation. 


Fire destroyed the cafe at Suburban 
Garden, known as the “Old Cottage,”’ 
and a two-story building across the 
street, occupied as a saloon and grocery 
early Thursday. The flames started in 
the kitchen, and after burning the frame 
structure, and sevéral small concession 
buildings adjdining, were blown across 
the street by a stiff wind, and set fire 
to the building outside of the grounds 
The damage is estimated by Fire Chief 
Swingley at $10,000. 

The fire was discovered at 12:30 a. m. 
by a night watchman. When the fire 
department arrived it was found nec? 
essary to run lines of hose more than 
1007 feet to get water on the burning 
buildings. 

The cafe was separated from the .gar- 
den by a fence, and formerly was a 
dwelling, but ft was surrounded by the 
park buildings. The business building 
across the street was occupied by Wil- 
liam Heinze, and was at the corner of 
Keinlen and Wellsmar avenues. The 
origin of the fire has not been de- 
termined. . 

The glare from the flames as the 
wooden buildings were destroyed could 
be seen from afar and attracted many 
parties of automobilists. 


The seven survivors leaped from the 
open space containing the engines, while 
the remaining 14 were either smothered 
by the falling envelope or drowned in 
the closed cabin without the faintest 
hope of escape. 

. Lifting Capacity Inadequate. 

The verdict of leading authorities upon 
the accident is that the Zeppelin’s lift- 
ing capacity, after a year’s service and 
many hours at a high altitude, was no 
longer adequate to insure her against 
destruction when struck by a vertical 
squall. 

It is pointed out that the rew naval 
Zeppelin now undergoing trial possesses 
an extra 4000 cubic meters of gas, which 
probably would have sufficed to .save 
the L-l. Count Reventlow, however, 
considers that henceforth the exaggerat- 
ed hopes placed in the naval Zeppelins 
must be diminished. He says that dirigi- 
bles ought not to be at the mercy of 
such common occurrences as a sudden 
vertical squall. 

Hence, he says, before the Zeppelin 
airships can be considered reliable, they 
must be greatly strengthened. Some

Chicago Concern’s Proposition 
Would Eliminate the Neces- 
sity for Bond Issue. 


RECEIVED WITH FAVOR 


Free Bridge Commissioners Con- 
sider Plan—Control, Final 
Ownership to City. 


Coming forward with a definite propo- 
sition to build the East Side free bridge 
approach and connecting the belt rail- 
way, the promoters of the Alton & 


Municipal Bridge Commission, Wednes- 
day afternoon, for the first time, that 
their financial backer is the Brennan 
Construction Co, of Chicago. 


The firm submitted statements tend- 
ing to show that it was able to finance 
and complete the approach and belt 
line. The members of the company are 


dent, and former Treasurer of Chicago, 
Fred W. Blocki, secretary and treas- 
urer, 

Under the terms of their proposition, 
they would assume entire financial re- 
sponsibility for the completion of the 
bridge approach and belt railway. They 
said they depended for their profits on 
the construction work and on a private 
agreement with Leo J. Scherrer, pro- 
moter of the Altoh & Mississippi ap- 
proach. Scherrer has stated publicly 
that he expected to make his profits 
cut of the increased value of large tracts 
of land -he has acquired on the route 
of the proposed approach. 

Proposition in Detail. 

The proposition in detail, as laid be- 
fore the commission by Scherrer and 
officials of the construction company, 
was: 


To build from the east pier of 
the bridge an approach to the 
Tllinois bluffs,-and a connecting 
belt line railway from that point 
to the St. Clair County. line, a 
mile east of Collinsville. 

To lease the approach and belt 
line to the city for a stated 
period of years, at the expiration 
of which the approach and belt 
line would become the property 
of the city without further cost. 

To make the annual rentals less 
than the interest charges on a 
4% per cent bond issue covering 
the cost of the work. 

To build the approach and belt 
lfme according to plans and speci- 
fications approved by the Board 
of Public Improvements, and to 
provide in the lease for the abso- 
lute control of the property by 
the city. | 
To begin construction of the ap- 
proach and connecting railway 
within 24 hours after the pass- 
age of an ordinance authorizing 
the lease of the property and the 
approval of the legality of the 
ordinance by the law firm of Dil- 
lon, Thompson & Clay of New 
York. 


Promise of Early Work. 
The commission was invited by offi- 
cere of the construction company to send 
a committee to Chicago to investigate 
its financial responsibility. 

The proposition was received with con- 
siderable show of favor by members of 
the commission. The greatest advantage 
to the city from acceptance of the pro- 
position, as members of the commis- 
sion saw it, was that it would obviate 
the necessity of submitting to the peo- 


tion of the bridge. 

There is muchwrdoubt in the minds of 
members of the Assembly and the ad- 
ministration as to Whether any bond 


issue was authorized in November, 
members of the commission said that 
it would be nearly a year thereafter 
before the bonds could be sold and the 
money raised for completion of the 
work. By accepting the Alton & Mis- 
sissipp! proposition, they said, work 
could be started immediately and the 
bridge approach completed within 18 
months or two years. 

The Manufacturers’ Railway approach 
also would be eliminated from further 
consideration by the acceptance of the 
proposition. The East Side wagon ap- 
proach has not been definitely included 
in the Alton & Mississippi plan. Mayor 
Kiel said that some provision would 
have to be made for building this ap- 
proach. 

The Free Bridge Commission had ad- 
journed over from last Saturday to give 
Scherrer, promoter of the Alton & Mis- 
gsissippi approach, an opportunity to 
complete his arrangements and appear |} 
before the commission with a definite 
proposition and assurance that he could 
carry out a@ny contract he made with 
the city, 

Finds Pian Practicable. 

Scherrer was at Wednesday's meeting 
with the officers of the Brennan Con- 
struction Co. and John S. Hummer, 
counsel for the company. Scherrer ex- 
plained that Philip W. Habegman, coun- 
sel for the Alton & Mississippi Co., 
was in New York conferring with 
Judge Dillon’s law firm as to the 
validity of an ordinance he would cause 
to be introduced in the Municipal As- 
sembly. He expected Haberman to re- 
turn Saturday with the opinion, he 


| said. 


He then introduced Hummer, who 
spoke for the Brennan Construction Co. 
Hummer said he wag not familiar with 
the details of the ordinance, but was ac- 
quainted with the general scheme of 
the improvement. Representatives of the 
construction company had gone over the 
route of the proposed approach and belt 
line, he said, and had satisfied them- 
wives as to its practicability and feasi- 
bility. 

Ready to Finish Work. 

“The Brennan Construction Co, is 
ready and willing to take over the work 
and finish it,” Hummer said. “The only 
condition we make is that you pass a

“When that is done we are willing to 
relieve the city of all further respon- 
sibility in connection with the bridge 
approach. 

“Mr. Blocki, the financial director of 
the Brennan Construction Co., Is reddg- 
nized as one of the foremost financiers 
in Chicago. He is amply able himself to 
complete this work. He was former 
treasurer of Chicago, Commissioner of 
Public Works, handling all the public 
improvements of that city, and is now a 
member of the Board of Review. He 
is the principal owner of the Miami 
Coal Co., the Blocki Perfume Co., the 
Biocki-Brennan Refining Co., and is in- 
terested in many other corporations. 

Firm’s Financial Ability. 

“As to the financial ability of the 
company, we refer you to the Mayor 
of Chicago, the Continental-Commercial] 
National Bank, James G. Forgan’s First 
National Bank, and almost any other 
bank or trust company in Chicago, and 
also to The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul and Illinois Central railroads, to 
the Northwestern Elevated Railway Co., 
and a great many other corporations 
for which we have done work. 

Mayor Kiel asked why it Was neces- 
sary to have Judge Dillon’s law firm 
pass on the validity of the ordinance, 
as no bond issue would be necessary. 


Hummer said the validity of the lease

would depend upon the validity of the 
ordinance. 

“Is it your. purpose,’’ asked Mayor 
Kiel, “to have the city acquire the 
property at the expiration of the lease?’ 

“It is our purpose to lease the prop- 
erty to the city for a efinite period of 


years—15, 20, 25, 30, # or 50 years—at an 


annual rental and at the expiration of 
the lease the property would revert 
fo the city free of any other cost.” 

Rental Less Than Bond Interest. 

Scherrer stated that he did not have 
figures of the amount of the annual 
rentals, but that for a 2 or W year 
lease, the rental charge would be less 
than 4% per.cent on a bond issue. Un- 
der the lease, he said, the city would be 
given absolute control of the approach 
and belt line, so that its authority weuld 
be unquestioned. 

The commission authorized the ap- 
rointment of a committee to go to Chi- 


cago and investigate the financial re-’ 


sponsibility of the company. This was 
done after Blocki had invited an inves- 
tigation. The resolution provided that 
the committee should be comprised of 
Mayor Kiel, Comptroller Player, Presi- 
dent Kinsey of the Board of Public Im- 
provements, and one member each of the 
Council and House of Delegates. It 
Was decided the committee would not 
go to Chicago until after the return of 
Haberman.

Bolian and his daughter lived within a 
block from the gtores where were pur- 
chased the pillow and the paper wrapped 
around a portion of the body. Tenants 
of the building in which they made their 
home said that Bolian and the gir! had 
not been at their apartments for several 
days. Bolian’s shop on Seventh avenue 
was closed. 

Clew at a Laundry. 

The clew which led detectives to Bo- 
lian’s apartment was a shirt, badly 
stained and discolored, which someone 
rent to a laundry in the neighborhood a 
week ago. The laundrymen thought the 
stains might be blood. They told de- 
tectives that the garment had come 
from Bolian. 

This, with the finding of a woman’s 
undervest, blood-stained at the neck 
and waist, furnished the principal leads 
the-detectives were following. The un- 
dervest was washed up on thaggiver 
bank not far from the spot where a 
part of the body was found. 

A human leg, believed to have been 
that of the victim, also was found yes- 
terday at Keansburg, N. J., 2 miles 
from the body. The head and arms and 
the other leg are still missing. 

Looking for the Head. 

The discoveries convinced the authori- 
ties that the other limb and the head 
also were consigned to the river and 
will be found, thereby clearing up the 
identity of the victim. 

Peter H. Sternemann, the eccentric 
millinery peddler, was taken to the 
Hoboken Morgue, but failed to recognize 
anything about the torso of the body 
that might lead to its identification as 
that of his daughter. Later a statement 
was issued by the Detective Bureau 
that Ella Sternemann, the daughter, was 
alive and working as a domestic.

Under the Missouri Conbtitution, St. Louis, if 
a one-chamber council is adopted, must elect its 
members at large. The only way this city can 
have ward representation is by retaining the two- 
chamber assembly. 

All other large cities which have adopted new 
charters in recent time have abandoned the ward 
plan, except Cleveland, where the members of the 
one-chamber council are elected from wards. The 
trend is altogether away frgm the cumbrous two- 
‘chamber system, toward a one-chamber council 
elected at large. 

The general conviction is that both the ward 
plan and the two-chamber counci’ favor the pro- 
fessional politicians more than they do the tax- 
payers. Certainly the professional politicians of 
both parties have fought the change from the two- 
chamber ward system, as they may be expected, 
probably, to do in St. Louis. But we believe the 
taxpayers of this city will prefer to have St. Louis 


adopt the modern and more efficient system.

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DOES ST. LOUIS WANT HELP? 

Eaflier in the season we rematked that St. 
Louis could not afford to entangle the free bridge 
project with a lot of underground adventurers 
who dealt unseen and discussed public interests 
in whispers. 

After concealing for months their identity 
from everybody except the Mayor, who has been 
optimistic about his secret from the beginning, 
the erstwhile gumshoe promoters of the Alton 
and Mississippi approach have revealed them- 
selves. They offer to locate and construct the 
east end of the bridge and a belt line on their 


ment plan. 

Does their scheme justify the Mayor’s en- 
thusiasm, assuming that he has the interests of 
St. Louis proper at heart? 

Is St. Louis content to acknowledge to the 
world its inability to go more than half way 
iwithtits own chief municipal project? Is it con- 
tent to build half a bridge and then call out to 
the world for help? Will it falter midway and 
shout to the other side of the river for rescue? 
These are primary questions to be answered be- 
fore other phases of the case can be considered. 

Then, does it choose to depend for rescue up- 
on the Samaritan-like benevolence of an outside 
private interest—and one that has crept in un- 
der cover of the darkness of secrecy? Does St. 
Louis wish to go into bridge partnership with 
any private interests on the latter’s terms or on 
any terms? Will it entertain a project from 
which a firm of Chicago contractors and an East 
St. Louis real estate promoter must necessarily 
extract the butter-fat—with St. Louis left to 
hold the bag? These questions are .secondary. 
To say nothing of the Jabyrinthian legal com- 
plications which might grow out of such rela- 
tions, it would remain to be considered whether 
the bridge approach and belt line left to the loca- 
tion and determination of the contractors and 
the real estate promoter would fulfill the purpose 
for which a free bridge was designed—relief for 
our throttled commerce, 
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| KEEP THE BOND ISSUE CLEAN. 

“St. Louis’ need to finish its bridge is so press- 
ing that nothing should be allowed to compli- 
cate or jeopardize the bridge bond issue. The 
urgency is now made the more keen by con- 
siderations weightier and broader than imme- 
diate local needs. The country, from New York 
to San Francisco, is wondering and asking what 
we are going to do about it. A group of Chi- 
cago promoters offer to complete the work on 
their own account. St. Louis’ standing before 
the world is involved as never before. Its char- 
acter is at stake. 

If there is an ounce of gumption in the City 
Hall it should promptly renounce the fatal 
scheme, agreed upon by the bridge committee, 
to include in the bond issue a $750,000 special 
approach for the Busch terminal particularly 
since the Busch terminal has offered to unite 
with the Terminal Association. 

Even the original reason which existed in 
the Mayor’s mind for this proposal—which was 
that the Busch terminal was dependent upon 
the Terminal Association for an outlet—dis- 
appears when the two plan to u.ite: 

The staggering immorality of the proposal 
to appropriate public moneys for a private and 
special approach could not be altered by any 
such reason were it based on facts. The false 
proposal should vanish as promptly as the false 
reason. 

The sooner it is renounced and the public 
mind is rid of the bugaboo, the better chance 
there will be to pass the bond issue. The only 
hope of passing the issue lies in keeping it clean. 
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WEIGHT OF SOULS. 

“Soul stuff” is subject to the law of gravita- 
tion as well as more corporeal substances and 
members, we are confidently informed. In fact, 
the exact weight of a human soul is disclosed 
to us with some show of authority. It uniformly 
tips the beam at 4.42 ounces, making it clear 
that the man who is captain of his soul is after 
all in charge of an almost negligible amount of 
tonnage.

But 
the biggest ones seem to have got away when 
she caugh* her string of souls for weighing pur- 
poses. 
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POETS IN CHICAGO AND SMYRNA. 

™ Being very properly shocked by the discovery 
that it has neglected the grave of Eugene Field, 
Chicago is going to build him a monument. It 
will probably be impressive enough to advertise 
Chicago as a literary center which appreciates 
dead poets. It will not be inscribed: “Here Lies 
Eugene Field, a Poet of Great Merit, Who Was 
Worked to Death, Making a Living by Writing 
the Only Sort of Prose the Chicago Market Would 
Pay For.” It is better not to mention things of 
this sort. And moreover, perhaps Bugene Field 
did not care enough about a living to be worked 
to death making it, even in Chicago. 
This is not the moral, however. The moral is 
that about 1500 years ago, a poet lived in Smyrna. 
He was no better as a poet than Eugene Field, 
and Smyrna was no better as a place for poets 
then than Chicago is now. He died end Smyrna 
did not advertise itself: by building him a monu-

lation. Our interest being thus excited by the fact 
that Smyrna once had a poet in ft, we refer to 
the encyclopedia and learn that it ships hides, 
nutgalls, figs, dates and other marketable products. 
Poetry is no more marketable there now than it 
is in Chicago. Still, in Smyrna and Chicago, a 
dead poet becomes a commercial asset of perma- 
nent value. Every town which has such an asset 
may get free publicity for centuries. The sooner 
it erects the monument over him after he is dead, 
the greater the publicity. At this point, we seem 
close to the logical conclusion that the sooner a 
poet dies the better for all concerned. The ob- 
vious fact, however, is that there is no reason 
for a poet dying, either in Chicago or Smyrna. 
He can move. He can find another town, where, 
as in St. Louis, living poets are considered such 
valuable assets that they do not have to die to 
be loved, admired and respected. ;

American and German Railways. 
To the Editor of the Post-DispaccB. 

An article in the Post-Dispatch of Aug. 198, by 
Frank Putnam, under the heading, “Ratlroad 
Facts,” criticises some features of railroading and 
criticises me by saying: 

I fear my New England friends will have 
to continue to eat their peck of dirt every 
time they ride by rail between New York and 
Boston, because the new president, engrossed 
with the political and financial phases of his 
job, utters no word about his purpose to oll 
the roadbed of that main-traveled road. 

An attack on myself in person is a different 
thing from an attack upon me as president of the 
company upon whose administration I have en- 
tered, as stated in an interview in the New York 
World Of Aug. 17: 

With a very deep feeling of responsibility 
and with a great sense of duty, hoping to im- 
prove the general situation. My first thought 
is to try to perfect the organization of officers 
and men so that we can all work harmoniously 
together, attending strictly to the railroad 
business and trying hard to give satisfactory 
service to the public and to maintain pleasant 
relations with those upon whose patronage 
the success of the railroad depends and to 
whom also the railroad is most necessary. 

I do not know that I can say anything more 
than this at the present time. The New Haven 
and New England railroad situation is very com- 
plicated and will need a great deal of very close 
study by all of the officers, including myself, so 
as to try to organize in such a way as to give 
good service to the public, carry out the different 
rules and regulations of the authorities, and to 
serve the stockholders. The earnest and undi- 
vided attention of the officers will be given to 
this great and important work. 

This writer's statements in regard to a com- 
parison of the transportation facilities of Ger- 
many with those of the United States deserve a 
word or two. The capitalization per mile of the 
railways of Germany is about twice that of the 
United States, and it has increased about 13 per 
cent since 1900. The railways of Prussia-Hesse— 
in which are the principal lines of Germany—have 
twice as many freight cars per mile of line as 
those of the United States, but the freight cars 
of the United States have a capacity over five 
times as great in proportion to population. Their 
average 10. miles per inhabitant are four times 
those of Prussia-Hesse, while their freight reve- 
nues per mile of line are only a fraction over half 
as great. The wages of the American railway em- 
ploye as expressed in money are 100 per cent high- 
er than those of the German railway employe, while 
the cost of living in the United States is only about 
20 per cent higher. The freight rates of the rail- 
ways of Germany range higher than those of the 
railways of the United States as expressed in 
money. On the basis of the comparative purchas- 
ing power of wages in the two countries the level 
of freight rates ranges considerably more than 
twice as high in Germany as in the United States. 

The writer’s statement that a large portion of 
the freight in Germany is carried by water at one- 
sixth of the cost by rail contains a fallacy that 
has often been pointed out. These water rates 
cover the boatmen’s charge for carrying the 
freight on their boats and do not include any al- 
lowance for the interest on capital invested in the 
waterways, or for the expenditure of their up- 
keep. The fact that the capital and maintenance 
expenditures are for the greater part borne by the 
Government does not take away from the fact that 
they come out of the pockets of the German 
people. 

In 1905 the Prussian railways returned to the 
Prussian Government a net profit of $1814 per 
mile; the waterways involved an outlay on the 
part of the State of $3523 per mile. The situation 
is analogous in the United States. If interest on 
capital and expenditure for maintenance be in- 
cluded in the cost of transportation, of which 
cost they certainly are a part, it will be found that 
rot a ton of freight is hauled on the Erie Canal 
as cheaply as On either of the railways that are 
parallel to it.

The lay, of the grounds is such that the 18 
holes can be played through without wearisome 
exhaustion, and the landscape about is beautiful 
every step of the way. A hundred times on a 
round, appreciative observers will stop and ex- 
claim at the beauty of the vistas, opening before 
them.

From the New Bedford Standard. 

A Bohemian Catholic priest of Chi- 
cago says that the teachtng of sex 
hygiene in the public schools will 
drive many pupils into the parochial 
echools, where it is not thought wise 
to talk about matters of sex before 
impressionable bovs and girls.

Prisoners Captured When They 
Appeared to Sell Gems to 
Underwriters’ Agent. 


LONDON, Sept. 11.—Evidence was giv- 
en yesterday in the Bow Street Police 
Court at the hearing of five men, named 
Lockett, Grizzard, Silverman, Gutwirth 


and McCarthy, who are charged with 
stealing and receiving the $600,000 pearl 
necklace, property of Max Meyer, which 
was taken from the mails July 15 or 16 
between London and Paris. Whether 
the pearls were stolen in France or En- 
gland is not clear. 

In Antwerp one of the prisdéners, Gut- 
wirth, met a relative of his wife, named 
Brandstatter, and in the course of a 
conversation asked him if he could in- 
troduce a purchaser for Meyer's neck- 
lace. Brandstatter, knowing of the re- 
ward of $50,000 offered for recovery of 
the pearls, consulted his cousin, named 
Quadratstein, and the two entered into 
negotiations by. letter with Gutwirth, 
who had returned to London. 

Meetings took place later with Gut- 
wirth, Grigzard and Silverman in Lon- 
don tea shops and hotels. At one tea 
shop three of the pearls were passed in 
a matchbox by one of the prisoners, who
